He look ed in each 
direction, he claims, but saw no car, 
and then started to drive across the 
track .

19.—As a re­ 
sult o f a fo rced marriage, Geo rge Sul­ 
liv an and Mario n Warren, bo th farm­ 
ers, who reside o ne mile fro m Taft, 
fifteen miles west o f this place, were 
sho t and killed Saturday ev ening by 
Ira Campbell, also a farmer, liv ing at 
the same place. A negro , who was a 
by stander, was sho t and fatally wo und- 
ed. 
Campbell was arrested and lo dged 
In jail Sunday . 
A mo nth ago , Charles, a nephew o f 
Ira Campbell, was arrested and pl^ed 
in jail here o n a charge o f assaulting 
the daughter o f Geo rge Sulliv an. 
Saturday Sulliv an and his daughter 
were In to wn. Charles Campbell was 
taken fro m the jail, a marriage license 
pro cured and the co uple were married 
In ^ o co urt ho use. Campbell went 
fcack to jail and the girl and her father 
went borne.

Upon their arriv al at Taft, the fam­ 
ily quarrel was renewed with the elder 
Campbell and the trag edy resulted. 
Pearl Sullivan Is at her home in a 
critical condition and may die as the 
result of the nig ht’s work .

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 19 .—The steam- 
er Dlx, Captai^ P. L. Ermon, boun i 
from Seattle to Port Blak ely with pas­ 
seng ers, s# ink two miles north of Alk i 
point at 7 o’clock last nig ht, after hav­ 
ing collided with the steamship Jen­ 
nie, Captain P. H. Mason, o! the Alas­ 
k a Coast company. 
Forty-one passeng ers and members 
of the crew AJf the Dlx are missing and 
thirty were saved. 
The Dlx was totally wreck ed and 
the crew lost; the master of the Dlx 
was saved. 
The collision 
occurred 
while the 
sound was smooth. The Jennie was 
back ing w'hen she collided with the 
Dlx. Althoug h the impact was slig ht, 
the Dix listed heavily, rig hted herself, 
and then sank stem first. 
There was hardly time to launch life 
rafts or boats before she was almost 
totally submerg ed. 
Passeng ers jumped from the deck s 
into the w^ter; women screamed, and 
officers and men called orders that 
could hardly be heai:d above the din. 
The passeng ers of the Dlx who could 
swim made their way to the sides of 
the Jennie and were drag g ed aboard. 
The Jennie cruised about, pick ing 
up several who manag ed to stay above 
the water. 
For a minute after the crash all was 
still, then a panic followed. 
When the Dix started to sink the 
passeng ers and crew leaped into the 
sound. Some ^f the passeng ers hud­ 
dled tog ether in g roups on deck , while 
others k nelt in prayer. Women, who 
had little chance for their lives, stayed 
with the sink ing steamer and were 
drowned.

Buildings Might Be Made Inv ulnerable 
at No Great Expense. 


The International Society of Build­ 
ing Commissioners 
and’ Insfiectors 
calls attention to the fact that wo 
hare in the United States li;500,000 
buildingB, v alued at 114,500.000,000. or 
more than all the railroiuls in the 
country 
together, and it j'ls.serts 
that of J ill 
Me just one is absi>Iutely 
fireproof, says Coliier’s Weekly. That 
one wa« liuiit in Chicago by the great 
insurance companies 
for a testing 
laboratory. There are only 4,000 build­ 
ings—about one in 3,000—that are 
ev en nonrinally fireproof, and these 
can be damaged in a conflagratioc to 
the extent of from 30 to 00 per cent 
of their v alue. 
Yet the unburnable 
underwriters’ laboratory in Chicago, 
with its walls of v itirified brick, floors, 
roof and partitions of semii>orous, hol­ 
low terra cotta, door and wiiudow 
oi>enings framed m rolled steel, \nn- 
dow frames and sashes of sheet metal, 
doors of filled copper and steel and 
stairs of hollow terra cotta, cost only 
12 per cent more than a building which< 
would shriv el up at the first braalii of 
an adv anciiu? fire. 
In 1905, which was a “ normal year.” 
wo s» )ent |5iK>,000,000 for new build­ 
ings, and burned old ones to the v jilue 
of $200,000,000. 
We paid |300,000.,0<» 0 
for fighting fire and |135,000,(» 00 in 
fire insurance premiums, of which we 
got back 1^^5.000.000 from tliQ com­ 
panies in payment of losses. 
It cost u« more to burn [» art oi^ our 
old buildioLgB and protect the i?est 
from burning than it did to put up all 
our new ones. 
This year San Fran­ 
cisco has raised the fire losses of the 
I’nited States to $5o0,00u,000. ev(£ Q ii 
we do no<; let another city burn down 
tietween now and next J anuary. 
If 
we should burn uj) the whole of our 
bonanza wheat crop, on which we are 
relying to giv e 
us 
prosi)erlty. we 
should think the country had suffered 
a calamity, yet It is doubtful whether 
that whole crop would pay for the 
property we actually hav e burned and 
are burning this year. 
Our entire 
year’s gold supply would not pay for 
a sixth of it. The entire gold ¡troduc- 
tlin of the world would not come any­ 
where near paying for It all. 
The $500,000,000 worth of buildings 
which we l>ut up in a year to burn 
down would cost about $550^000.000 if 
they were built not to burn down. The 
extra $50,000,000 we pay In normal 
years for fires and fire protection. 


A J URY OF UNLEARNED MEN. 


Not One'of Them Could Read or Write 
a Word. 


“ I hav e been engaged in the prac­ 
tice of law a good many years,” said 
S. S. Urmy, police judge of Topeka, 
Kan., one day recently, “ and about the 
most humorous thing I ev er saw in a 
court room was in Topeka. 
“ One day/an old negro man was be­ 
ing tried in the justice court, that was 
before the oflftce of i>ollce judge was 
created, and he demanded a trial by 
a jury of his peers.
